The idea that the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy have con- 


ceived—and in the realization of which.the War Camp Community Service em- 
bodied such an essential part—that the soldier is a human being, and one who has not 
forfeited his place in civilized society, is a new idea under the sun. But it is none the 
less practical on that account—its value, is being every day demonstrated in every 
town and city near a training camp. 
It is America's characteristic contribution to the 


art of war, as revolutionary as the submarine or the areoplane or any other of her 
inventions, and perhaps more valuable. 


The War Camp Community Service expresses, at the most vital point, the senti- 


ment of America toward its soldier; in a holy war. These young men are giving their 
lives for us and for our ideals. It is for us, the men and women of America who 
cannot go in person, to make them feel that they carry the spirit of America across 
the ocean when they go to fight; that in the camp or on the field, in the trench cr in 
tlie hospital, in success or failure—sick or well, alive or dead—our hearts are with 
them. 


How can this spirit be expressed? The opportunity is here and now while our 


soldiers arc still with us to be seen and spoken to, although already consecrated to 
their high service, and it is an opportunity that belongs especially to those com- 
munities that lie near enough to the training camps to admit of the establishment 
of personal relations between the soldiers and the citizens. 


The spirit is also here; but the situation is new to us and the methods of its 


expression do not all spontaneously suggest themselves. Our effort must be organ- 
ized to be effective. It is (his organization which it is the business of the War Camp 
Community Service to supply.

The so-called "Spanish influenza" 


has made great inroads into the mil- 
itary anil civilian population of New- 
port during tlie past week, and several 
deaths have occurred from pneumonia, 
which is apt to follow the disease. The 
meiical officers of the naval force here 
believe that they 'have the situation 
well in hand anil that it has passed 
the crest of the epidemic. Every pos- 
sible measure has been taken to prc- 
vnt a spread of the disease, bat there 
is really little that can be done to 
check it until it has run its course 
except to prevent crowds from assem- 


ling in close contact. 


A strict quarantine has been es- 


ablished, and the men from this naval 
tation have not been allowed to leave 
he city except by special permission, 
vhich is very hard to obtain. 
In 


consequence there was little travel on 
the suburban cars last Saturday and 
Sunday, making a marked contrast 
to their usual crowded condition on 
those days. 


By the kindness of Mrs. French 


Vanilerbilt Oakland Farm was turned 
over to the Navy for a quarantine 
camp, and a large number of men 
were established out there the early- 
part of the week. The case and rapid- 
ity with which camp was established 
surprised many civilians and the Y. 
M. C. A. quickly followed the naval 
forces, so that the men would not be 
deprived of this source of comfort and 
pleasure. 


Ihe quarantine of the naval forces 


has affected many form? of activity 
in Newport, Vocalise of the fact that 
mat.y men have been confined to their 
stat ors. 
The disease has as yet been 


much less widespread in the army 
than in the navy. Many civilians have 
been included aiionp the victims, but 
in most cases recovery has followed 
quickly.
